W ashington,— A subcommittee of tho 
senate committee on military affairs 
ini'- laid the foundation for military 
legislation in a hill approved by it 
and Just introduced by Senator W ads­ 
worth of New York, elialniian of iii** 
Committee. 
The proposed legislation 
contains featu res not 
heretofore 
iii 
eluded Itt military legislation in this 
country. 
(tile of these features 
re­ 
lates tu military training. 
It is pro­ 
posed to establish universal military 
training a s a m eans for Americanizing 
itll young men of military age. 
Section Til 
of tho W adsworth bill 
provides that all male citizens of the 
United S tates (excluding residents of 
A laska and tin* insular possessions* 
and Including those who have declared 
their 
intentions 
to 
become 
citizens, 
other t Im ti persons specifically except­ 
ed by the legislation, shall, on attain 
lug the age of eighteen years or with­ 
in three y ears thereafter, be subject 
to military or naval training, and shall 
he inducted into the arm y or navy for 
tills p u rp ose; and shall be subject to 
training either in the artily or navy 
for a total period of four months and 
for sinh fort lier time a s may he rea­ 
sonably necessary for enrollment, mo 
biiixatlon ami demobilization. 
There 
Is a provision that tinder regulations 
to be prescribed by tie* president tile 
training of any young man may, with 
lie* young m an’s consent, be continued 
for tin additional period not expelling 
two months. 


Choice Is Given the Young Man. 


The proposed legislation accords to 
all young men who have reached the 
age of eighteen the privilege of elect 
tug in such manner and til such time 
as m ay be prescribed by regulation 
whether tin* training hindi begin when 
they attain tin* age of eighteen y ear' 
or whether it shall be deferred tor no 
more than three y e a rs; and I lux tire 
also to have the privilege of saying 
whether they desire to train 
iii the 
army or the navy, and ti** far c s prat 
Delible they are to be trained lo to 
conia nee ii itll Ibeir expressed desire. 
The bill 
provides that 
the trattling 
shall become effective during the cal 
endar year beginning Jununr.v I. I Hi! I. 
All person- liable for training who do 
not 
begin 
the training within three 
y ears a fter attain in g the age of eight 
cen years, because they have been ex 
cep ted from training or for any other 
reason, are to begin training h i soon 
thereafter a s may be, but not a fter a t ­ 
taining tin* a ge of twenty-six years. 
Any male allen who lins been a resj 
dent of tile United S ta te s for not I**" 
limn one year and Is qiialitieii to be 
collie a citizen in all respects except 
residence, and who, lf a citizen, would 
lie liable for training, may, with Ids 
consent 
and 
under such 
regulation*-' 
a s nmv be prescribed, be Inducted into 
the servlet* for training purpose*,, 
tin 
tin* honorable completion of the (rain­ 
ing the allen shall receive a eertittcaD 
to that effect and shall have Du* priv­ 
ilege of electing forthwith to become

Ization, vv i t Ii I n six months after the D 
sin* of the certificate to any court Itstv 
lug Jurisdiction to confer nil rn rn Bxs 
Don.

Into th** service for training is to re 
eelvr* pay af Hie rate of $5 a month 
.during the

Citizens 
or subjects of any country with which 
the United S ta te s may be at w ar are, 
of course, exempt from the training, 
tla are divinity students.
